Auntin, Toxna, April 10, 1941,

The City Council convened in regular peseion, at the regular meeting place in the
Oouncil Chamber at the Municipal Building, on Thursday, April 10, 1941, at 10170 As M.,
with Mayor Tom Miller presiding. Roll call showed the following members prosent; Qouncilmen
Alford, Bartholomow, (111lis, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf; abeont, none.

- The Minutes of the regular meoting of April 3, 1641, morning and afternoon sessions, wore
read, and upon motion of Couneilman Alford, wore adopted ao read by the following voter Ayes,
Councllimen Alford, Bartholomew, Gillis, Mayor Millor, and Couwncilman Wolf; nays, none.

A committee from the Iirst Baptist Church, compused of Nr., Frederick Hby, Messrs. Lon Smith
and L, B, Burnotte, came boforo the Council and asked that angle parking on ¥West 1lth Street
from Congress Avenue to Colorado Street e permitted on Sundays in order to accommodate their
congregationst. | - |

. Pollowing the dlscussion, it was the ‘sense of the meeting that angle parking on said street
be alloved on Auster Sunday, end that the Folice Department be instructed to have two policemen
stationed there on saldd date to handle the traffice

A committee from tha Anglara Club, with B. J. nupert as spokesman, came before thoe Council
and submitted a request for the conmtruction of a caeting pond on tho State of Texas old fish
hatchery tract near the mouth of Barton Creels

After conslderable dihausaion, in thgh the commlttee agroed to the proposal that a teq—cant
admisalon charge be made to help defray the cost, the Mayor declaring that the only Justification
for the expenditure of funds for this purpose being the fact that Austin is the ocenter of lake
activities and that same would provide a practice target for fishermen, it was moved by Councilman
Wolf that the construction of said casting pond be authorized provided the cost of same does
not exceed Two Thousand Dollars ($2000.00), and that an admission charge of 10 cents bo mades

The 04ty Attorney was instructed to propare n resolution, for adoption at the next regular
meeting, authorizing the City Mdnager to exocute a quiteclaim deod to H. D, Pruett and the
Hillerest Baptist Church, conveying the wedge-shaped tract in front of their property nt the
intersection of Bast 194 Streot and Eaet Avenue.

A general hoaring on the proposal to amend the Electrical Ordinence relative to the nrovis-
ion requiring bond of Master Electriciannm, wns called for Thuraday, April 17, at 3:06 Pe Ma,
and the City Maﬁagnr wan instructed to notify the Elsctrical Board to be present.

Service Company roquires definlte informatlon upon the ground as to elovations or wvorking polinte
from which to bnee the location of thelr assignmentn, they shall apply to the Clity Engineering
Department not less than three (3) days before such information 4s required. The Texas Public
Sexvice Company is further put upon notice that they will be required to beur the expenoe of
repuirs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during tho.conutrucbion of 1inoes namod
in this resclutions .

AWD THAT whenever povement ig cut in the vicinity of a fire‘piug. wvater munt be used at intor-
vals during the course of backfilling of the ditches,
